Independent claims 1 , 9, 33, when considered as a whole, are allowable 
over the prior art of record. Specifically, prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest the combination of means, arranged and interacted to perform the step 
of displaying an electronic document including a plurality of pages. The prior art 
does not teach the feature of "associating navigational functional with an 
interactive region of the immersive reading, wherein the navigational 
functionality is transparent to the user prior to the user tapping the touch- 
sensitive display at the interactive region of the immersive reading page, 
wherein the interactive region is in proximity of the displayed page number, the 
interactive region including an area to the right of the page number and an area 
to the left of the page number on the display."
